Story Is Changed as Accused. 
Stares and Shakes as Grew-. 
some Head Is Examined. 
Loses His Smile 


C. Lomiho lost his smile 
Tuesday. Entangled in a 
mass of circumstantial evi- 
dence introduced by the state, 
Lomiho suddenly switched his 
story of the slaying of his 
coutitryman, Andrew Barleta; © 
near Upland, last January and 
told a new version—his own— 
of the murder. Lomiho was 
held to answer in the Superior 
eourt. 

Barleta was trapped into a 
love triangle, involving a white 
‘woman, and was beaten to 
death by a mysterious ‘‘ James 
Russell,’’ the woman’s  hus- 
band, Lomiho testified. A Fil- 
ipino youth, Joe Mossaghi, who 
witnessed the Milling ‘‘in an 
orange grove,’’ later confessed 
to him, Lomiho said, and ex- 
plained that he Rad kept the 
confession a secret, fearing 
that he might be arrested for 
the slaying and would need a 
defense. 

Lomiho, who almost habit- 
ually smiles, spent an  ex- 
tremely uncomfortable day in 
Justice Kavanaugh’s court 
where his preliminary hearing 
on a charge of murder was 
held. A few hours before his 
dramatic recital of the confes- 
sion of the mysterious Mossa- 
ghi, the accused Filipino shud- 
dered as Dr. E. H. Hull of the 
General Hospital took a knife 
and stripped Barleta’s skull, 
looking for wounds.

brought the skull into court. 
As Dr.~Hull was called to the 
stand, Deputy Coroner Waters 
brought a small box to the wit~_ 
ness table. The surgeon put 
on a pair of rubber gloves and 
opened the box. Out rolled 
Barleta’s skull, wizened and 
grewsome. The doctor bor- 
rowed a pocketknife and be- 
fore Lomiho’s eyes, as well as 
the spectators’; he stripped 
ithe skull of the scalp, finding a 
jagged break in the skull, 
which he said was probably 
caused from a blow from a 
heavy blunt instrument— 
probably a rock. 

As the doctor worked, fos 
miho stared at the skull, pers- 
piration stood out on his fore- 
head and every beat of his 
heart shook his body. 

jThat’s Andrew,” said Man- 
uel Logan, a Filipino friend of 
the slain man, who came from 
Santa Barbara to identify the 
skull. A score of gold-crown- 
ed teeth in the skull convine- 
ed Logan of the identity, he 
said, as well as the clothing, a 
part of which was introdasek 

Lomiho seemed to rest easier 
when the skull was 
placed back in the box, but. 
later when he testified, he was 
asked to identify the skull. He 
quickly admitted the skull was. 
that of Barleta—words that

(Indianapolis News) 

A dispatch from Evansville says that the 
national trade extension bureau of the plumb- 
ing and heating industries is starting a cam—~ 
paign to eliminate plumber jokes from vaude- 
ville and the comic papers. Large sums are 
to be spent, the dispatch says, ‘‘to create bet- 
ter public relations and higher prestige for 
the plumbers.’’ In this connection nobody 
seems to have given the joke writer a thought. 
When he sits down to his sad task of trying 
to be funny he finds that many subjects are 
not being done any more. The editor of the 
humorous Gepartment in a national weekly 
writes: ‘‘No hootch or flappers.’’ Another 
sends a line saying: ‘‘I am o7 the booze.’ 
One of the largest vaudeville circuits has 
barred all prohibition iokes. The trish so- 
cieties have been making a campaign against 
the stage Irishman and his green whiskers 
for several years. The Jewish people object 
to being made the butt of so-called humor. 
Catholic societies demand thut stage repre- 
sentatives of priests shall be in character, and 
the Protestant churches are now insisting that 
their clergymen must not he ridiculed. One 
of Charlie Chaplin’s films, in which he took 
the burlesque part of a clergyman, has been 
barred in some communities. The Sestch are 
making an effort to stop the hoary old joke 
that they never spend any money. Scientists 
who have gone into tke antiuuity of jekes and 
made a study of the subjecz: .sy that there 
are on'y about six original examples and that 
all humor is hased en them. Old jokes core 
back into style or else appear wearing new 
habiliments. Excursions into new fields some- 
times are dangerous and unprofitable. The 
plumber joke may not have been one of the 
early sextet, but it has been a favorite not 
only with the almanacs, but with the comic 
strippers and the higher class weekly funny 
magazines. If-the plumber joke has to go, 
the joke writers merely will understand that 
they have one less subject upon which to 
work.

The finest tribute paid the character of the 
late Dr. Burton, president of Chieago Uni- 
versity, was that of a friend who character- 
ized him as ‘‘a wonderfully fine neighbor.’’

This ideal of neighborliness is valuable, be- 
cause it is within the power of every intelli- 
gent man to make some headway in advanc- 
ing it.

It is probable that this community, and 
every other on the face of the globe, is large- 
ly made up of well-meaning peaple—people 
who want to get along together.
